Unable to Escape in Wild 


Flight After Brutal 


Killings 


DENNISON, Ohio.—(/P)—T h o m a s 


Wheeler, 34, a Pennsylvania railroad 
brakeman, shot himself to death late 
Wednesday night as police officers 
closed in upon him to arrest him for 
the double slaying a few hours earlier 
of Mr. and Mrs. Russell C. Scheidig- 
ger. 


Wheeler's body was found1 beside his 


automobile a mile and half outside of 
Dennison on Cadiz road. He had shot 
himself with a small caliber revolver. 


Schecliiggor, 35, and his wife, 31, 


were shot down and killed on a down- 
town street shortly after they left a 
moving picture show with their 12- 
year-nld son, Russell Jr.. and a neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Eugene Rennicker. 


Wheeler made a desperate effort to 


elude capture, and county and city of- 
ficers traced'his car to Cad'iz, 25 mile* 
from here, but their quarry eluded 
them bv doubling back toward Denni- 
son. Near the city, faced with the 
knowledge of inevitable arrest, he shot 
himself. 


According to neighbors, the tragedy 


was the outgrowth of Wheeler's spurn- 
ed attentions to Mrs. Scheidigger, 
whose husband also was a railroad 
msn, a conductor on the Pennsylvania 
railroad.

Will Fill the Unexpired 
Term of Late Husband

JONESBORO—(NBA)—The mild- 


mannered wife of "the fightinglest 
senator in Arkansas' 
history" whose 


life was never even touched by the 
blinding rays of publicity that played 
so fiercely upon her famous hus- 
band for 20 years, is the new senator 
from Arkansas, 


A country girl whose upward path 


in life paralleled that of her husband 
who began as a cotton picker and 
saw mill laborer-and worked his way 
through law school to Congress and 
the United States Senate, Mrs. Hattie 
Carawny is going to Washington soon 
to take her seat at a member of that 
body—a seat like the one that Mrs. 
Ruth 
Hanna 
McCormlck's millions 


tailed to win for her in Illinois a 
few years ago. Appointed by Gover- 
nor Parnell to succeed her husband 
who died the other day, Mrs. Cara- 
way becomes the first woman senator 
in the nation's history except for the 
aged Mrs. Rebecca L. Felton of Geor- 
gia who, as a complimentary gesture, 
was appointed to serve one day some 
yeass ago. 


But Mrs. Caraway's appointment is 


no complimentary one-day gesture. 
She has been appointed to serve until 
a special election can be held on 
•January 12, and just now it seems 
very likely that she 
will be duly 


elected to succeed herself. With the. 
Democratic and Republican count in 
the Senate so close, she may exercise 
a really importa.nt power there.; 


To understand the life of Mrs. Car- 


away, you should first understand the 
life of her husband: 


Born of a fighting Confederate fam- 


ily that lived in southeast Missouri, 
Thaddeus W. Caraway was orphaned 
at six hionths when his father was 
slain In 'one of the frequent i feuds 
that made that section run red with' 
blood. The wMpw. found herself with 
three small children and $25. 


At 7, he was a farm hand, picking 


cotton. ' 


A little later, he was a saw mill 


laborer and a railroad section hand. - 


He became a tenant farmer and 


studied at nights. 


He went across the river to Dick- 


son, Tenn., worked his way through 
law school, went to Jonesboro and 
hung out his shingle. He was elected 
county prosecutor; later he was elect- 
ed to Congress and then to the Senate. 


At Dickson College, he met 
his 


future wife and when he gaduatfc'J 
she went to Jonesboro with him. 


Her husband was always a fighter. 


There arc a lot of instances which 
show that he was not afraid of any- 
thing or anybody. 


As prosecuting attorney in Jonesboro 


he once engaged in a fierce court- 
room fight with the defense attorney. 
The latter called Caraway a liar. 
Caraway grabbed an ink well and 
hurled it in his face. They clinched. 
Caraway's shirt was stripped 
from 


his body before attendants finally 
separated them.

BATESVILLE, Ark.—(£>)—A special 


.commission to work out the consoli- 
dation of three Arkansas Baptist Col- 
leges was named Thursday by the Ar- 
jcansas State Baptist Convention which 
also approved the executive commit- 
tee plan for carrying a ?900,000 church 
debt. 


The commission plans to start work 


immediately selecting a site for a new 
college and the disposal of the exist- 
ing plants. 


' BATESVILLE—(/P)—The Arkansas 
Baptist convention voted late Wed- 
nesday to consolidate its three col- 
leges under convention control into 
a single .institution to be located near 
^he center of the state's population, 
i The recommendations of the con- 
Jvention's education commission for .a 
merger of Ouachita College at Arka- 
delphia, Central College at Conway 
and Mountain Home were adopted by. 
a standing vote which appeared to be 
'about two to one. 


A commission of nine members was 


authorized to work out the details of 
the consolidation, negotiate for a lo- 
cation1; receive propositions and bids 
and negotiate for disposal of the pres- 
"ent educational properties. 
V Final approval of the 
executive 


j.board.'ancLthe convention itself is neo- 
ensary bewfethe plan i's.carried out. 


T?he education"'commission's'recom- 


mendations were: 


"That, all our educational institu- 


tions, under convention control, be 
coordinated into one large Baptist 
school. 
"That this school be located near 


the center of population of the state. 


"That the curriculum and depart- 


.rnents of education in the school be 
laid, out on a basis to meet the de- 
mand and supply 
the 
educational 


need of this and future generations of 
a great and growing commonwealth, 
at the same time presenving 
and 


maintaining absolute allegiance to 
Christian education and denomina- 
tional support and control. 


"That these recommendations be 


carried out as soon as practical and 
possible. 
"That the 
convention 
create 
a 


competent representative 
education 


commission of at least nine members 
to carry out the above rcommnda- 
tions and negotiate for a location, re- 
ceive propositions and bids and to 
negotiate for disposal of any educa- 
tional property we now have. 


"That the commission be given au- 


thority to set up necessary organiza- 
tion to do its work, to call the execu- 
tive board or convention or both to- 
gether and proceed with its plans only 
upon approval of the executive board 
and convention. 


"That the board of trustees of our 


educational institutions be, and are 
hereby, instructed to io-operate with 
the commission in carrying out the 
above recommendations."

FALO ALTO, Cal.-PTesIdent Hoov- 


er's home town Is handling one of its 
social problems In a purely sociologi- 
cal way. 


Instead of attempting to banish its 


hoboes ,it Is utilizing and making a 
place for them. This city, residence 
of President Hoover and seat of Stan- 
ford University, has made this dis- 
position of the problem: 


"Build a hotel for these men, make 


them stay In these better quarters, nnd 
earn their way—or move on!" 


And the plan Is working. 
The idea for the plan occurred to 


Mrs. J. W. Glover, wife of a retired 
sea captain. She had seen the great 
influx of unemployed into California 
to escape.the rigors of the eastern and 
northern winter. 


In the nearby San Francisquita 


Creek "jungle" she had seen men 
mending their clothes, cooking "mulli- 
gan" over bonfires, 
washing 
their 


clothes in big kerosene cans, and 
washing themselves in the river. 


Instead of banishing these men, it 


would be better to banish the jungle, 
she decided. She and her husband 
"sold" the city officials of Palo Alto 
on the plan of converting an unused 
warehouse into a hostelry to help the 
jobless and eliminate the beggars. 


The plan caught on. 
Instead of "Hotel de Gink," 
the 


place was called "Hotel de Zink," be- 
ing made of corrugated iron. Can- 
ning firms? donated cases of tinned 
foods. Orchard owners-sent in tons 
of fruit. Other staple foods poured in. 


Then came, clothes, shoes, lumber 


and 
plumbing supplies. The hotel 


started operations without a deficit. 


Captain Glover will;be in active 


charge 
of 
the hotel'He's putting 


things shipshape in more ways than 
one. The-guests: Will be divided into 
two watches, just"; like shipboard. The 
starboard'watch and the port .watch 
will each. Work three hours it day to 
get .three!.'meals. The grounds of a 
nearby pork and hospital will be'im- 
proved; by this labor. 


Already, several have left the "jun- 


gks" to help in the work. Several 
carpenters and other artisans are aid- 
ing in erecting an addition to'the 
hotel to house lavatories,'kitchen, :and 
deluosing plant. Two shoemakers are 
using tools bought.for the hotel to 
put into proper condition the foot- 
wear donated for the jobless. 


The Palo Alto- plan i« attracting con- 


siderable attention all over California, 
for soon'there will be the annual mi- 
gration of itinerants from the chilly 
eastern winters to live m«re com- 
fortably in California.' State welfare 
agents are studying the plan here 
with a view to its adoption by other 
California communities desirous of 
aiding the jobless workers and ridding 
themselves of the professional hobo.

The greatest shock of my life Was 


when Knuto Rockne was killed. My 
association with him was So close 
during the last year, when I waS man- 
ager of football, that I had an unusual 
opportunity to know him and to share 
his confidence. He was as much a 
father to me as he was to any of the 
boys on the team. I knew what he 
liked and what he disliked. I knew, 
for instance that he was a great deal 
of a fatalist. He used to say, "Well, 
we have to get licked some time1. 
Maybe it's coming Saturday." That 
Was the attitude that he evidenced to- 
ward the fatal airplane trip. But fa- 
talism seems to make of its followers 
almost fanatical fighters and his de- 
termination to get every last ounce 
out of every situation and every man 
was one of the supreme characteris- 
tics of him that I will remember, 


He hated alibis. He had no use for 


a player who In defeat consoled him- 
self with the thought of winning an- 
other day. To him, defeat was failure 
in reaching the desired objective. And1 
still, I never met a man who had as 
much respect for opponents or for 
others engaged in the same thing as 
he had. 


Must people, I. am sure, think of 


Knute Rockne only as a coach of foot- 
ball. He was one of the best rounded 
individuals I ever knew. He had re- 
markable abilities and capacity. He 
was proficient as an instructor in 
chemistry. He was a most entertain- 
ing and eagerly-sought 
after-dinner 


speaker. He would have 
made 
a 


great actor. He used his inimitable 
gift at characterization and and im- 
personation in jazzing up the team 
and putting over a point that he want- 
ed stressed. He was champion of the 
college in squash rackets. He was a 
splendid tennis player. To him, foot- 
jail was the man's game. It required 
men mentally alert and physically fit. 
After this came tennis. He thought of 
golf not as a sport, but a recreation. 


He was marvelously fond of chil- 
Iren, and unfortunately, unduly trust- 


ful of anyone offering him «n Invert* 
mcnt. His confidence In human na- 
ture was something sublime, but tin* 
fortunately it was frequently mls» 
placed. His implicit confidence In his 
own men and1 his own system, his dy* 
namic, forceful way of talking, hi* 
picturesque expressions, and the sud- 
denness with which he would switch 
from biting sarcasm to humorous eft* 
jolery to get over his point, were 
characteristics that none of US who 
knew him well will ever forget. 


No matter what each of us carried 


away from college, I am certain that 
Knute Rockne typifies to us the Spirit 
of Norte Dame. Every lover of foot- 
ball and every admirer of great men 
will be glad with me that Rockne has 
this fitting memorial "The Spirit of 
Notre Dame" which is playing at the 
Saenger Theatre now.
